Churchill Expects Navy Also 
London, July 9 (A P!—Prime Min­ 
ister Churchill, speaking of the oc­ 
cupation of Iceland, told the House 
of Commons today that the British 
and United States navies may find 
it advantageous to assist each other 
in "very dangerous waters." 
The Prime Minister informed the 
House that Britain proposed to re­ 
tain some of her forces at present 
in Iceland. 
Churchill declared that the arrival 
“of powerful United States forces" 
will 
greatly 
reduce 
the 
danger 
to Iceland and that "it seems very 
likely" British and American forces 
“will 
cooperate 
effectively in 
re­ 
sistance to any attempt by Hitler to 
gain a footing.” 
To Insure Britain’s Supplies 
The Prime Minister pointed out 
that American policy it not only to 
send Britain war supplies "but. also 
to make sure we get them." 
Since supplies for American forces 
in Iceland, on duty overseas “for 
purposes of the United States,” will 
have "to traverse very dangerous 
waters,” he added, "It may, I dare 
say, be found mutually * * advan­ 
tageous * * that the two navies in­ 
volved should assist each other as

soldiers lying in Orange Groves and 
stretching 
along a sandy beach. 
O ther shells ripped into French 
artillery positions. 
I decided to go along the beach, 
rather than across a hill top over­

For 30 m inutes I watched shells 
from British batteries, less than a 
mile behind me burst in Damour 
and send up great columns of dust.

self flat upon a rock pile. A shower

Actually India for m onths not 
only has been a first rank producer 
of essential supplies but also a co­ 
ordinating center for imperial ne­ 
cessities. But this great empire now 
has become more than a supply 
center. W ith each stride th at the 
H itlerites take into Russia, the like­ 
lihood increases th a t India will be­ 
come the focal point of m ilitary 
operations, both offensive and de­ 
fensive. 
If the G erm ans are successful in 
overrunning western Russia, they 
will be in position not only to strike 
at the British middle eastern in ­ 
terests through Iran and Iraq, but 
to undertake an expedition against 
India itself—a G erm an dream th a t 
is generations old. There also a l­ 
ways is the danger of an attack on 
India by Japan. As long ago as the 
W orld W ar I found during an ex­ 
tensive tour of India th a t the Ja p a ­ 
nese longings for the treasures of 
H industan were high on the horizon. 
Then there is another prospect 
m uch less remote than a Nazi as­ 
sault on India. As is pointed out 
by General H. S. Sewell, B ritish 
m ilitary expert who Ls in New York, 
India may become a supply base for 
Russia. Says the general: 
"If the Nazis are held west of the 
Black Sea, it may not be long be­ 
fore Russia will want m unitions for 
her arm ies and the best way to send 
these will be via the Persian Gulf 
and by the Iran (Persia) railway

India is quite capable of render­ 
ing invaluable aid to Russia, while 
still looking after herself and help­ 
ing the rest of the empire.

dustrial countries of the world. 
More th an that, India already has 
an Army of more than half a m il­ 
lion, and this will be increased to 
a million by the end of the year.
